A susfieslion was before Ihe town council 
recently that it would be possible to build up the 
local market by charging for the concessions, as 
15 done in Ihe city- Some members of the council 
pointed out that circumstances are different in 
lar^e centres of population. Orillia is a larger 
fov/n than Kewmarket, and Orillia's experience 
Eliould therefore be helpful The following in- 
formation is taken from the editorial columns of 
the OriIHa Packet and Times: 

'The falling of! in Orillia's market deserves 
the attention of both the town council and the 
board of trade, A few years ago, it was con- 
sidered almost imperative to add to the accom- 
modation by constructing an addition to the rear 
of the present building. Only the conditions 
brouglil about by the depression prevented this 
from being done. The Thomson mill site was 
actually bought because market square was so 
crowded tl»at there was no room for expansion. 
But of late there has been no pressure, either in 
Ihe building or outside. On Saturday last, not 
much more than half the 'stands' in the market 
room were occupied. Uliat has brought about the 
recession? That is something those mtercsfed in 
the market should trj' to find out. For our part, 
xvc have an idea that the fee system adopted by 
the town council some years ago has been a factor. 
At any rate, tendency downward iKgan shortly 
after fees were introduced. Before restoring the 
fees for outside 'stands' the council would be 
U'ell advised to consider carefully the question of 
their itdvjsability. It *ook twenty years of hard 
work and the expenditure of large sums of money 
to build up OrilIia*s market till it was acknowl- 
edged to bo the best north of Toronto. It would 
be a great pity to wreck it for the sake of the 
paltr>' f^uni gathered in by these fees. Last year 
this amounted to only $314. And if the present 
tendency continues there will be diminishing 
returns. And the council will have killed the 
goose that lays the golden eegs. For undoubtedly 
a good market is an important factor in drawing 
trade to the town." 



VOTES FOIt CONSCIENXE 

It is nice to note from this point of view, that 
Morgan Baker, M. L. A., voted against the 
sweepstakes proposal. The majority in favor of 
sweepstakes was not Impressive, Ottawa, in the 
per^n of the conser\'atJve Mr. King, Is not much 
more likely to act on Ihe vote of the Ontario 
legislature than on the vole of York county coun- 
cil to the same effect. 



IIISTOKY MAV KKrEAT 

"W. P, Mulock, M, R, Is being persistently 
mentioned for cabinet place, recently for the 
postmaster-generalship. His grandfather, ^r 
WJlUam Mulock, represented North York when 
ho was postmaster-general and introduced penny 
postage. Young ''DID" Muloek has been in 
p:irliament only since 1034, but has won two 
elections in that time. Incidentally, be has taken

Tiie Ollowa Journal is a stout defender of the 
Canadian National Raiiways. fn 1937 the C.N.R. 
had an operatinir surplus of S17»C00,OO0, that is, it 
made a profit of that amount, without allowance 
for interest on its htjfjo capita ligation. The Jour- 
nal declares that Canadians are being given the 
cheapest Iransporiation sy.slem in the world, and 
that the railways of the United States arc doin^' 
much wo^J^o than Canadian railways. Perhaps 
we had better not give the C-NR, away just yet. 



COUNTY COUNCILS 

There is talk of the legislature abolishing 
county councils and cutting down its own num- 
bers. If county councils go, the Richmond Hill 
Liberal will be on the band-wagon.

It belongs to the world, just 
as Marquis wheal belongs to the world. Tliis 
market gardener must work as liard as ever to 
make ends meet. Other growers have seed from 
his tomatoes, and there is no way of patenting or 
copyrighting a tom.alo.

Curie, written by a daughter. Eve. Madame 
Curie and her husband discovered radium after 
years and years of the most painstaking and long- 
suffering work. They were not looking for a 
remedy for cancer, but were filled to overflowing 
with scientific curiosity. Tliey shared the Nobel 
prize and later after the death of M- Curie, 
Madame Curie won the prize again. Still later, a 
daughter, Irene, carrying on the radium researches, 
won the Nobel prize again. This is n remarkable 
record for a family, but most wonderful of all | 
was the ambition which led this Polish woman to 
go through terrific hardships to satisfy her curi- 
osity. She offered up her health and her life on 
the altar of science. "Except a grain of v.hcat 
f;ill into the ground and die ..." 



OVERSTATEAIENT 

In one of those interesting advertisements which 
the brewing industry is inserting in such news- 
papers as will accept them, the rather rash 
statement is made that present liquor la\ys 3n 
Ontario give "men and women their British 
liberties up to the point, but never beynnd the 
point, where they interfere with the liberty of 
others!" Is that true? If the driver of a motor- 
car, slightly slower in his reactions ah the result 
of a drink or two of beer, strikes a (pedestrian 
and kills or cripples him, or collides with another 
car, and kills or cripples someone, has he not 
interfered with "the hhcrtlcs of others''? 

The theory of the Liquor Control Act, until the 
addition of beer parlors, was that a man must 
consume atcoholic drink only in his own liome 
or the home of a friend. It was assumed that he 
would have sense enough nnt to drink before 
driving a car. The beer parlors, however, invite 
people to drive to ihem, to drink antl to drive 
away. t 

Another statement in the same ndvertismont is 
that one of "the real reasons that the cause of 
true temperance sometimes seems to grow so 
slowly" is "the lack of succe:^ful control in the 
areas under local option!*' The argument would 
be Uiat the consumption of lliiuor is better con- 
trolled in Bradford than In Newmarket, Is that 
so? fn our opinion, Ihe rent and biggest reason 
that the cause of true temperance grows slowly 
is the greed of the brewing Imlustry which is not 
content to serve the existing demand for hoer 
but wants to Increase that demand. Tliat. of 
course, Is a normal liuslness motive, and indicates 
that the brewing industry should he taken out of 
private hands.
